The first eight weeks of the 
Ericsson Cup have generated the 
full spectrum of emotions for the 
Canberra Cosmos. The team has 
enjoyed the highs of an exciting first 
home draw against Sydney United 
and the lows of some near misses 
to UTS Olympic and Wollongong 
City and last weekend’s 
disappointing loss to the Brisbane 


| Strikers. 


The failure to record a win in what is 
shaping up as one of the most 
competitive Ericsson Cup seasons 
for some time would be a concern 
to Cosmos coach, Michael Lyons. 


| But putting things in perspective, 


the Cosmos have just finished the 
first quarter of the season with a 
credible four draws and four losses 


| and have achieved the first goal of 


earning the respect of the other 
teams in the competition. One feels 
that the goal of lifting the 
inexperienced Cosmos off the 
bottom of the ladder and into the 
top six will be a far greater 
challenge. 


“We are still an inexperienced side 
and while | am pleased with the 
progress of younger players and 
the contribution of older heads, | 
think the mental concentration has 
been poor at times and that is 
where we have let ourselves down. 
The higher the standard of football 
you play the higher the level of 
concentration is needed and in fact 
it goes on to become more mental 
and less physical. Also at a higher 
level the difference is the amount of 
chances taken in front of goal’, 
Lyons said. 


have the talent to pressure the 
Newcastle team. Players of the 
calibre of Armstrong, Dee and more 
recently, the much’ improved 
Michael Musitano, have troubled 
some of the highly rated defences 
of the A League and Lyons believes 
that the Cosmos’ attacking options 
could be the key to tonight’s game. 


“Against West Adelaide there 
wasn't much thought in attack. 
We continually pumped the ball 
into the centre without looking at 
our other options. If we leave 
their defence in two minds and 
create some more space in the 
box, | know we can_ hurt 
Newcastle. The game is about 
opposites, you play long and the 
defence begins to read it so you 
have to change the plan and go 
short to bring the defence up. 
The same also applies to set 
pieces”. 


Newcastle are a tough team. 
They have had an impressive 
start to their relaunched A 
League campaign with wins over 
title contenders Sydney United 
and Adelaide City and will be a 
handful for the Cosmos. 


Coach John Kosmina has put 
together an honest team and 
given young’ players = an 
opportunity to take the step up to 
the Ericsson Cup. Some 
outstanding players have 
emerged, including the dynamic 
Clayton Zane, who has 
embarrassed some of the best 
defenders in the country with his 
strength and skill and excellent 
striking ability. But Zane is not 
alone. His striking partner Jason 
Bennett and midfielders David 
Lowe and Craig Sharpley need 
to be watched closely by the 
Cosmos Defence. 


Tonight’s battle of the new boys 
is critical for a Cosmos team 
anxious to stay in touch, and 
while Newcastle have 
demonstrated their worth as an 
A League team, perhaps tonight 
is the night where it all changes 
for the Cosmos. 


From the LYONS Den 


At this time two weeks ago | wrote of our expectation to 


record our first Ericsson Cup win against West Adelaide | 


at Bruce Stadium. Unfortunately, despite really 
dominating that game we somehow scrambled a draw in 
the final minute thanks to a Paul Wade header. On 
reflection, anytime you draw a match during extra time 
you should be grateful, but to anyone who was there it 
probably has to be marked down as one that got away. 


More thought was needed against West Adelaide. 
Players are the masters of their own destiny and they 
must be able to deal with situations as they arise. We 
weren't creative enough and really didn’t look at opening 
up other goal scoring options. 


Likewise in Brisbane last week we probably could have 
come out of the game with a better result had a few 
things gone our way. We were unfortunate to run into a 
fierce storm and head wind in the first half that seemed 
to disappear in the second half and amongst other 
chances our midfielder, Michael Musitano, hit the post 
twice. Ultimately, there are no excuses. If you are good 
enough, you will win and unfortunately against Brisbane 
we were not good enough. 


Something that has been concerning me since the start 
of the Ericsson Cup and that | touched on earlier in the 
year, is the style and standard of refereeing | have seen. 
Not for one second am | blaming the referees for our 
failure to win a match. That is not the case. But football 
is a contact sport and should be played accordingly. It 
seems to be a trend of the Ericsson Cup that the 
matches are refereed as if they are testimonials and 
friendlies. A large amount of infringements are pulled up, 
often for insignificant or innocuous offences affecting 
the flow of the game and the capacity of the paying 
spectator to enjoy the game. It is often said that the best 
referee is the one you don’t see. 


Sports in Australia are generally contact by nature and 
we should be fostering this approach. We should not try 
to compete with football nations like Brazil or Argentina, 
by playing football like them, but instead play to our 
strengths which traditionally have been to have a big, fit 


team who compete hard and play with a great deal of | 


heart. Unfortunately with the style of refereeing, our 
players are not learning to tackle hard and win the ball 
fairly, and this may cost Australia when we compete on 
the world stage. 


The results. we have had are frustrating, as it must be for 
all of our Supporters, but | hope you,can stick with us, 
encouraging the lads. It is incredible to think that some 
of our players have had a total of 12 hours of Ericsson 
Cup football and it is a big step from two easy training 


sessions to the grind of four hard sessions each 
week. As a coach | cannot fault the effort of all the 
players. Their determination and dedication to the 
team is pleasing and it is just a matter of time 
before we can turn it all around. 


As coach | am not enjoying the Ericsson Cup at the 
moment. | am unashamedly a bad loser and it is a 
long 7 days between games. | feel that if we get a 
stroke of luck, correct refereeing decisions 
(remember Paul Dee against Marconi), put the ball 
in the net instead of into the post, have our 
disallowed goals count (remember Wollongong 
City), then | am sure we will change it all around. 


| look forward to a big night - enjoy the game!

In 1990, a major sponsorship deal 
with BHP Steel was announced,

a team from the Hunter region) 
saw the Breakers - direct 
descendants from Austral - set 
foot in the national league for 
the 1991/92 season. 


Soccer fever had previously hit 
the Hunter region, and in a 
major way. Formed in August 
1977 and entering the national 
league the year after, 
Newcastle KB United’s home 
games regularly surpassed 
10,000 climaxing at 18,367 in 
the game against UTS Olympic 
in April 1979. Former British 
football stars Bobby Charlton 
and Aussie Craig Johnston both 
had guest stints with the club. 
The club gained a major trophy 
with the 1984 national league 
cup. But an _ overall un- 
spectacular team performance 
and eventually financial 
turmoil,saw KB United fold in 
April 1994. Although local club 
Adamstown Rosebud quickly 
stepped in to ensure 
Newcastle’s continued national 
league presence, the club 
couldn’t get back to prominence 
and was subsequently 
relegated from national league 
status in 1986. 


Now Newcastle - the traditional 
home of soccer in Australia - 
has its chance for footballing 
glory again. Mistakes of 
previous years can only be 
learned from. Hopefully the 
Breakers can re-muster the 
support that soccer has within 
the Newcastle region. The 
Breakers management have 
surely scored a coup in signing 
former Socceroo legend, John 
Kosmina, as new coach. And 
together with a set of locally 
bred, young and enthusiastic 
players, led by the experienced 
David Lowe, Newcastle will 
soon again be the hotbed - both 
on and off the field - of soccer in 
Australia.

Worldball High fully appreciates that performance has a direct impact on attendance ~ a fact 
that Coussie will need to keep in mind. 
Being new to A Leaque Class, he has had to cope with considerable scepticism and even hostility 
{rom other pupils (such as Tony and Branck). Generally he has handled the pressure well, but 
now needs to demonstrate he has learned from the lessons he has attended and will broaden his 
vocabulary and knowledge accordingly. 
If Caussie Cosmos can do that, he will rise many places in the A Leaque Class order of merit 
and all pupils and those associated with him will be justifiably proud of his progress.
